In November, we mentioned that three of our Christian men 
(Jose, Daniel and Erlin) were walking away from the Church 
because things weren’t being done as they thought they should 
be. They were being prideful and judgmental. We spent hours in 
prayer concerning them and the church as a whole. When they 
would allow it, we shared God's word with them about their 
decisions and attitudes. December was a discouraging month. 
The three of them were still away when Erlin told us that he 
wasn't returning to church and that if he was wrong, God would 
have to show him directly. We gave them over to God for Him to 
work out His will in their lives and to direct them through His 
Holy Spirit. What happened next was something to behold. Over 
the course of the following two weeks, Jose and Daniel were back 
with humble spirits and repentant hearts, but not Erlin. One 
night in January we received a message that Erlin was in 
excruciating pain and heading to Santa Rosa to the hospital. The 
pain continued for two days with no medical answer. On the 
third day the pain subsided and Erlin heart had changed. He was 
back at church on Sunday, humbled and wanting to be restored. 
Last Thursday when he led the opening prayer, he used that time 
to confess what he had done and to share what God taught him. 
He said, "When God has a purpose for your life, He will 
accomplish it, even if it means letting your walk away and suffer 
in order to gain some understanding.” Please continue to pray 
for these men.
